NEW YORK — With many Craw- 
ford County families planning to 
take automoebile trips to various 
parts of the country this summer, 
the question of cost gets top con- 
sideration. 

The indications are that travel 
costs will be only slightly greater 
than they were last year. 

THE BASIC expenses — for food 
and for overnight lodging —. will 
be about the same. On the other 
hand, highway tolls and charges 
for gasoline and other items will 
run somewhat higher in certain 
areas. ; 

The figures on travel costs come 
from the American Automobile As- 
sociation and the Commerce Clear- 
ing House. a 

On the basis of their findings, 
Crawford County residents must 
count on a daily budget of $31 
fo cover necessary expenditures 
“for two people. 

This assumes that they travel 
300 miles a day. and that they get 
15 miles to the gallon of gas. 

Included in the $31 daily. -cost 
are $11.00 for overnight accomo-

For the typical driver of a stand- 
ard-size car in the popular-price 
range, driven the average amount 
amount of 10,000 miles a year, it 
comes to $1,177, equivalent to 11.8 
cents a mile. This compares with 
11.6 cents last year. 

For the number of passenger 
cars in Crawford County, the cost 
of car ownérship, of this basis, 
amounts to a hefty $2, 542 000 a 
year. 

MOST OF THE $1,177 is for fixed 
costs, which have nothing to do 
with how much the car is used. 
They total $807 a year, including 
$626 for depreciation the first. year. 
The rest-is for insurance “and. Ji- 
cense fees. : 

The variable costs total $370 for 
10,000-mile use. The largest part 
of this, $258, is for gas and oil. 

The increase in the number of 
cars is reflected if the volume of 
business done by Crawford Coun- 
ty’s gas stations. In the past year 
it reached $2,180,000, a rise from 
the previous year's oy 737,000.
